Aa anything else, and a very great 
deal of space is occupied by liquors 
from different countries. 


Spain, Brazil, Venezuela, Canada 


and Japan make excellent displays 
of agricutural products, having com- 
plete and compact exhibitions of all 
the products of the respective coun- 
tries, while that of tho United States 
is much more profuse and scattered. 
Ohio, however, follows their example 
in making a display of her cereals, as 
have also one or two seedmen. Ohio's 
pork interest, also, is very neatly 
displayed. 
The Norwegian fishery 


display is excellent, though it is 
hardly akin to agriculture. Canada 
has a very large and creditable dis- 
play of agricultural machinery. The 
Canadian plows differ considerably 
from any we e.ver saw in this coun- 
try. 
They have very long handles. 


The Norwegian plow resembles them 
very much. 
A perfect blessing to 


the farmers' boys is the Dominion 
potato digger, which being dragged 
over the ground like a mowing ma- 
chine, which in Borne parts it resom- 
bles, shovels out the potatoes with 
sets of prongs like those of a horse 
rake.
